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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. There is insufficient structure cited in the claim to obtain a 
band gap reduction as claimed, but only a desired result. 

Claims 5,24 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear as to how the depletion layer is 
formed on said flat portion when the flat portion is formed on the active layer. 

Claims 17-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Applicant claims a low carrier concentration layer, it 
is not clear what is meant by low carrier concentration. Applicant makes no comparison 
with other layers and does not establish a numerical value for the low concentration 
carrier. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. There is insufficient structure cited in the claim to obtain a 
narrower band gap as claimed, but only a desired result. 
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Claim 19 recites the limitation "said band-to-band levels" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-6,8,9,12,14,17-24,27-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Okubo et al (PN 6,181,723). 

In figure 22 Okubo et al illustrates a semiconductor laser having an active layer 
(954), a cladding layer (955) formed on the active layer, an etch stop layer (956) having 
a thickness of .003um, which is the same as applicant's depletion layer formed on the 
cladding layer, a current blocking layer (960), which is the same as applicant's low 
carrier concentration layer formed on the etch stop layer and a current block layer (965) 
having a higher carrier concentration than current layer (960), as described in column 
22 example 10. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13,15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Nishikawa et al (PN 5,305,341). 

It is well known in the laser art to use any of the claimed semiconductor materials 
to established an ordered structure for a semiconductor laser, as illustrated in figures 5 



and 10 of Nishikawa et al. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7,10,1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Regarding claims 7,10,11 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: None of the prior arts alone or in combination discloses the claimed structural 
combination of dependent claim 7 having the depletion layer, low carrier concentration 
layer and the current blocking successively formed on the cladding layer except for the 



current injection region.
